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Clarkson, While Still Shout-
ing for Blaine, Admits
That the President

MAY PROVE A POLITICIAN.

Blaine Danners and Badges Seen
Everywhere in Minneapolis.

Some of the Secretary’s Former
Ground-Floor Workers Now Hustling
for Harrison—Goods Still in the Presi-
dent's Hands for Which He Can Drive
Bargains—Forelgn Ministers Coming
Home Leave Fat Places to Be Filled
—Hoosier Enthusiasm for Harrison—
Democrats Fearing That Blaine Will
Be Nominated and Accept.

MINXEAPOLIS, June A —Harrison has
the advantage of knmowing what he wants,
and his many men upon the ground are
trading upon realitica The Blaine men, on
the other hand, Iacked until to-day a bold
lender. Senator Washburn has more of
this quality than others of more preten-
sions

Sinee Mr. Clarkson visited President
Harrison, he has been qualifying his praise
of Blaine with pmans of Harrison. He
said vesterday: “He is the most intel-
Jectual man that bas been inthe President's
chair since Lincoln.”

Some one observed that Harrison wasnota
good politician. “We may find otherwise,”
said Clarkson, "‘before we get through with
this eonvention. and have to say he isa
good politician,™ Of course, this earrying
water on both shoulders within three or
four days of the convention, does mnot in-
epire that confidence in Blaine which thou-
eands of outsiders have.

By bringing the convention here it is
more directly noder the control of the dele-
gates than it would have been in some more
central city. People, newspapers excepted,
st this spot are not straining their hospi-
tality, and say that they are for neither
Blaine nor Harrison, nor anyone, but for
the convention, and want the eonvention to
form its own decision; so I think the
whooping element will not be formidable.

0ld Binine Men Now for Harrison.

Many of Blaine's former liberal econ-
tributors and tireless workers are now with
Harrison. There was R. O Kerens, of
Missouri, a partner of Elkins, to whom 1
snid last gight: “Are you, too, standing on
tiptos to rub out the name of Blaine, and
your history with it?"

“No man,” said Herens, “has & more
affectionate regard for Mr. Blaine than I
have; I shall never cease to love him; but
the delegation from Missouri is instrncted
for Harrison. 1 believe, with Colonel Ben-
ton, in obeying instructions, Mr. Filley
has seen fit to disobey his instructions, but
I can’t do that™

Thus, of the ground floor workers for
Blaine, I recognize not one at this conven-
tion who has not gone to Harrison. Of
course, it was the Presidency they wanted
when they were for Blaine, and the other
man baving the Presidency, they reserve an
effection for Blaine and give their support
to Harrison,

Missouri eannot give one electoral vdte
for any Republican, but ita large population
enables the State to become a strong
enumerator in the result. Sometimes ap-
parent organization is more powerful than
impulse,

The President's Forces All Badged.

All the Harrison men are supplied with
badges as fast us they come, and enough of
thew are now bere to make s strong ap-
pearance. Wherever you are speaking to
& man another man with & Harrison badge
comes up af il by design and eonfronts you,
as if to say: “There is no necessity of any
talking. 1 have been badged, so I need be
impertinent.”

Numbers of respectable men, and good
conversationalists, who would appear to be
citizens of these parts, but may have come
from a distance, are badged with Harrison,
but if you want to see Blaine, go in the
baek streets and little shop windows. You
will there see some tradesmen’s testimonial
to his friend in a not very good likeness of
Blaine.

Wherever & Harrison man comes froma
Blaine State he is instructed to make a
strong show, “We see such ‘rom New York
snd Pennsylvanis. The tactical power that
Harrison had years ago at Chicago is hardly
diminished now., New, Micheder and oth-
ers haves wide scquaintance, and have
eomething to bargain with.  As the Presi-
dent has B vear to give out his favors,
and has & vear left to dispense them, he
may be said to have fully a two years'
werm left.  One season is as long ahead as
the greatest merchant looks forward to.

Plenty of Plums to Be Picked,

Most of the foreign Ministers are coming
home—Reid, Grubb, Lincoln and others—
and death and disease have relieved other
offices at home. The President has a pretty
full bank sccount, and Blaine men are moy-
ing on & sentiment without & word from
their leader which they can produece. Never-
theless, it may be said of Blaine, as of Na-
poleon’s old gray cosat, the appearance of
bim in Minneapolis has made all Ameriea
run toarms. A touch of something like
Jove remains for the old name of Blaine. It
ie respect and present power which sustain
the President.

Minneapolis has many such men and
most of them are Kepublicans. They move
s good deal like a community as regarding
wealth to some extent ax town property.
Willism Washburn is perbaps the typical
eitizen. He is the last of the Washburn
brothers living, and as he looked last night
in his magnificent home mpon the impres-
give picture of all these brothers sur-
rounding their mother, ssid one: “Do you
gee the mother's mouth in every one of her

‘William Washburn concluded to bresk

in the whirligig of time he is for Blaine,
the adopted son of his native State, I sald
to Mr. Washburn what sn old schoolmate
had remarked to me the day before:
“Blaine and Harrison are going to have a
close contest, therefore I think some other
one likely to get the nomination.”

Mr, Washbury and Mr. Fasseit, who waa
present, seemed to exchange confidences at
this remark. It wasMr. Clarkson, 1 think,
who ssid: “The Republican party has
been too successful for itself. The Alliance
stump speakers are down in the fence cor
ners talking to our old voters, but we can-
not get stump speakers to travel anywhere
but in palace cars, consequently our tillage
is being worked by these beginners in pol-
ities.

Why Fassstt Didn't Carry New York,

Said Mr. Fassett, when it was =aid that
he did not come verv close to carrying New
York State: *“‘New York, on jome affairs, is
very apt togo Demoeratie, as in national
affairs it s spt to go Republican. We
have elected no Republican Governor since
Dix, except inthe case of & Democratic
schism, when Mr. Cornell was successful
Then in the war the State elected Stamour
Governor, in the face of Lincoln’s efforts to
recover the country.”

“Can Harrizon carry New York?” was
asked.

‘“No, The Congressional election and
the subsequent campaign for Governor in-
volyes Harrison, but Blaine ean carry New
York, and that is why we are for him, be-
ecause our econstituencies want him. The
overwhelming tone of New York is for
Blaine, and all the old Grant ‘68’ people
may be heard to shout heartily for Mr
Blaine, Because weare Republicans and
want to carry New York, which is vital toa
Republiean victory, we ask for Blaine, and
believe that he will serve his party, as he
always has done.™

Said Frank Hatton to me, in a corner,
hereafter, growling at Blaine and every-
body except John Bherman: *To tell you
the truth, I cannot see that Harrison is any
great politician, when he has 128 office-
holders in this convention, has had nearly
all the ecarpet-bag States put in line for
him, and expects 18 Senstors here to-mor-
row to work for him, and yet he cannot
count much over 300 voles in a convention
which has 900 votes. It seerfts to methat a
big politician, with the United States be-
hind him in all its patronage and favori~
ism, ought to do better than that.”

Washington Sneers Accounted For,

If Blaine altered his manner after the
Clarkson leiter, and dic let his old sup-
porters into the secret of his reappearance,
he has now to regret his obstinacy of pur-
pose, for I understand that even Houston
and Collector Robertson, who have sus-
tained him so long, incline with their old
neighbor and chum, Depew, to Harrison.
This is the mesning of the sneers from
Washington that all the Blaine leadera are
pow Harrison men. The improbable story
is told me that Depew is to be Sacretary of
State in case of Harrison's re-election, but
Harrieon's enemies no not mecuse him of
muaking bargains direct, like - nie. The ac-
cession of Platt at the head of the Blaine
forees sntagonizes the old contingent,
which pouts and exclaims: *“We have stood
the burden and the heat of the day, and lo,
those who have come when in the last hour
get the same penny as ourselves. "

Said s Maseschusetis man to me: *““There
is no doubt that the organization in Massa-

chusetts was for Blaine until he wrote the
Clarkson letter. After that the chief men

of the party said to the Sherman men and
others who wanted to be delegates: “You
take my place this vear, as it is to be a one-
sided convention,” econsequently the com-
mereial smateurs are out here in foree with-
out leadership.*

Sherman and the German Vote,

Said Mr. Fleming, the editor of the Buf-
falo Courier: ““I cannot but think that Blaine
means somebody else. John Sherman is
the most popular man in this country with
the Germans, who long sustained the Re-
publican party in its majorities T think
that Cleveland stands stronger with the
Germans, perhaps, than Sherman, but
Bherman is certainly ahead of any Repub-
lican we have. Now, if the Pennsylvanians
take control here under experienced men
like Cameron, they may nominate Sherman,
who has been judiciously kept back up to
this time.”*

I consulted Mr. Johnson, of Cincinnati, &
Demoecrat, who ssid: I re, John Sher-
man as one of the most formidable men who
could be put up against Cleveland. Hemade
the last Republican victory in Ohio. On the
tariff question there was the greatest diver-
sion in the Republican party. With
adroitness Sherman took savantage of the
silver plank in the Democratic platform,
and he put the whole issue on silver,
brought in the commereial element and the
Germans, and sco usup. I have had it
in my bones, somehow, that this might be
the Sherman year, and that if Blaine served
the purpose of concentrating the anti-Harri-
son forces, the next movement would be to
bring forward a third quantity, and it might

Sherman."”
FPonnsylvanin Being Worked.

In Pennsylvania a determined effort is be-
ing made to divide the del on and give
Harrison & large support. animus of the
opposition to Blaine is hostility to those
who expect to derive benefit from using his
name, chiefly Caweron and Quay.

The newspaper arrivals almost all think
Harrisgon hasa walkover, but after they
bave been here a few hours they find reason
to withhold judgment. The ornamentation
of the city goes forward rapidly, nearly
every shop in town, indifferent to party
lines, being emblazoned, and arches nfp flour

“Harrison, however, gave Platt every-
thing he wanted, and made an enemy of
Warner Miller by refusing proper recog-

nition, and let the Republican Senators who
eo-operated with Mr. Platt make all the
New York lﬁpﬂlntmenm At this late day
we find that Mr. Platt has not forgiven Mr.
Harrison for not taking iim into the Cabi-
pet, and that was what Harrison especially
meant when he said recently that he did not
believe & Republican National Convention
would be run by its disappointed men.

“1 thought,” ssid the speaker, ““that he
would be a pretty good sort of fellow, but
he g}nhh Hayes in abont the same way."”’
“Well,” said I, “Hayes did not ask for a

Great Respect for Don Camoron. .

Of the alleged Blaine leaders probably
more respect is felt for Don Cameron than
any other. In business affairs he is able
and bold He and Washburn and some
other SBenators refused to go intu the South-
ern question again, The Wanamaker ap-
pointment turns out to be obnoxious to tha
;nlitinl managers in Pennsylvania The

'ostmaster General is 8 mercantile doetrin-
aire. He did not believe that he ought to
be taken from a business of a million dollars
amonth to spend three hours every day
discussing the postmaster of Tenafly. Be-
sides, he does not drink, smoke, nor attend
more hilarious clubs than prayer meetings,
The Penunsylvania shark has taken a Jonsh
into its belly and was very anxious to land
him somewhere and let him dispense his
prophecies on the dry land.

Gl.:‘emn lhu l;;\'errhmn fgr B::ihne, and
ve! ving lost sight of Pregidental honors
het'mighl. e t in Blsine a rfdprooai
giver, one politically reliable. John Sher-
man, the uncle of Mra. Cameron, has been a
Pregidental candidate since 1884, and if
Blaine could clear the way of Harrison the
confederate storming party might raise the
banner of Sherman with suocess. It is gen-
erally believed here that Quay is a friend
and debtor of Cameron, and that ever since
his failure to be & sucoessfnl speculator he
has been indebted to his colleague. When
he said in the Senate that Mr. Quay had
long aino;rlid him what he gave Mr. Quay
at a critical time, he may have had reference
to the well-known Micawber methou of
paying bills, by issuing one note in place
of another, and remarking: *‘Thank God,
that bill is paid.”

Government & Distribution of Favors.

The government of men has never been
other than the equitable distribution of
favora. The religious systems themselves
from Jesus to l\hgomt award their honors
and emoluments, and the present mspect of
the Presidental office in both parties shows
that we have not advanced one puint be-
yond the times of Adams and Jackvon—
everybody in the Presidency wanting a
second term of it and everyhody outside fit
for the place demurﬂnﬁ to four Em more
passing by without beholding the glory of
their eyes. The best want it and the worst
try to embarrass them. The office stands
between the dying statesman and his God
and the yonung favorite of politics and his
business and his household affections.

PA WILL ACCEPT

Is the Toxt of a Telogram From Mra, Blaine
to Her Son In Chloago—Somo Think the
Secretary’s Resignation Is Now in Order
—Some Regrets Expressed.

CHICAGO, June 3, —[ Special. ] —All doubt
of Blaine's acceptance of the nomination
for President if tendered to him at Minne-
apolis is over. Among the dispatches re-
ceived by Emmons Blaine from Washing .
ton to-day was one from his mother which
said: “Pa will accept.”

While not admitting that he had received
it, young Blaine intimated that the infor-
mation it contained was npot new to him.
Blaine will now be regarded as a full-
fledged candidate, and it is said that the
Harrison men who have been professing
friendship and admiration for him, but who
allowed they could not vote for him on se-
count of his letter to Olarkson, will now be-
come his most enthusiastic supporters,

There has been a well-defined suspleion
since Platt, Clarkson, Fassett, Woloott and
Langston began to advocate the nomination
of Blaine that they had information which
led them to believe the mnomination would
rot be rejected.

When the contents of the telegram be-
came known the report gained currency
that the official relations between Blaine
and Harrison were completely ruptured,and
the resignation of the Becretary would be
in the hands of the President to-morrow.
The telegram was accepted as a declaration
of Blaine’s candidacy, and that his letter to
Clarkson is withdrawn. There was con-
siderable specnlstion as to the effect of the
telegram on his eandidacy. There was a
wide difference of opinion even among his
friends. The situation, thei‘ehlmod, was
all they could desire, and they seemed to
mg;eit that anything had occurred to dis-
turb it

THE LIVELIEST OF THE CONTESTS

To Be Between Rival Delegations From the
Mormon State.

MINNEAPOLIS, June 3. —One of the livli-
ests contests to come before the convention
will be between the Gentile and Morman
factions of Utsh, which are contesting for
exclusive recognition. A confidential letter
has been sent out by the Utah Gentiles, ad-
dressed to all the delegates to the conven-
tion. It warns them against the Mormons,
and asks to have phe contesting delegation
denied admittance to the convention. It ls
in part as follows:

Contesting delegations will be sent from
Utah to Minneapolis. One by she
lar orpanization, waloh has been in exist-
ence for tiw'rn.ntm vears, the second by a
few diagruntled men who have joined with
thie Mormons, and of their own motion ap-
pointed comndttees and procseded to or-
gnnize, as they eall it, the Republican
party. The latter are for Blaine or any one
to beat Harrison, The Mormons do not like
Hurrison, and the Gentile members of this
aslegation are connected with Blaine 13
marriage. The regular party has chosen
C. Goodwin, editor of the Salt Lake Tvidune,
and C. F. Allen, County Clerk, both strong
Republicans fMrom away buck, who  will stay
by n from first to last.

Federal Street Extension Land Hold-
ers Must Vacate.

It Will Cost Abont $30000,000 to Make
the Alterations.

Haif the people in Allegheny do not
know on what street they are living, City
Councils have forgotten, or rather just
awakened to the fact, that Allegheny was
laid out by the State in 178X The Supreme
Court hos declared that plan stands. It
calls for Federal street to run straight
from Stockton avenue to the Reserve town-
ship line at a width of 80 feet. Looking
only at this the eity of Allegheny has sent
notices to the people at the head of Federnl
street to vacate. Federal street, as is well
known, ends at the hill on whick Colonel
Andrews” home is loeated. Bevond that
there are rows of houses right on the street.

There is a question of whether the prop-
erty owners cmn recover irom the city if
compelled to move their housex Asa re
sult all along Federal street extension and
Lombard street the nroperty owners are wild
with excitement and will call & meeting to
take action on the matter. One of their
number has gotten an original plan of
Allegheny City. A comparison of it with
the preseut eity map shows that in the
neighborhood of £50,000,000 worth of prop-
erty in the city is built on streets, or so
out of line as to be worthless

Bankers May Become Begzars,
